A WONDERFUL OBILD. 


The tstenishing Pregress of Belen Keller, 
Whe is Beafand Blind. 


Much has been written in educational pa- 
pers of the little girl Helen Keller, now at 
the asylum fur the blind in Boston. A cor- 

lent recently visited her and has 
furnished the following account of what he 
saw and heard, It is, asthe phraze goes, 
as interestirg asa novel, and gives an ex- 
cellent idea of the almost miraculous pro- 
gress of this girl of 10) years. 

“It was my privilege a few days ago to 
call on Helen Keller, the deaf and blind girl 
who has attracted so much attenti n among 

hilanthropic aud scientific people for the 
fast three or four years. Mach has been 
written of this marvelous child, much that 
judged by all ordinary standards of attain. 
ment of deaf mutes, or even by the attain- 
ments of the occasional brilliant exceptions, 
seemed almost incredible. I must confess 
that before I saw her for the first time a little 
more than a year ago I could not believe 
that the reports concerning her progvess 
in language were not grossly cxagzerated, 
but after seeing her and talking to her my- 
self through the manual alphabet I was pre 
pared to believe al:nost anything rezarding 
her pro; in thatdirection. I never knew 
of a child deaf at so early an age as was 
Helen (sight and hearing were both lost at the 
age of 19 months through disease) who made 
such rapid progress in the knowledge of the 
English language. It was simply phenome- 
nal. 

** The greatest wonder was yet to come. 
Socn we heard that Helen was trying tolearn 
to talk. That scemed the most absard thing 
in the world, To think of teaching speech 
to a child totally deaf and blind was prepos- 
terous. Yet that seemingly impossibie thing 
has been done. ‘The age of miracles is not 
yet past. ‘ 

‘© Last Monday morning, I sat down beside 
her and carried on # running conversation 
concerning a great variety of subjects for 
nearly half an hour, and during all that 
time her part of the conversation, which was 
animate and sprightly and full of fan, was 
conducted entirely by speech, and speech so 
distinct that I failed to understand ver ylittle 
of what she said. She seemed never at a loss 
for language to express an isnlea nor even to 
hesitate it orally. It was an intelligible 
speech in a pleasant voice and it was wouder 
ful. In the course of our conversation Helen 
informed me that she could play on the piane 
and when I asked her to play for me she sat 
down and played the air of a httle song with 
her right hand, playing the same part) wit! 
her left hand an octave below. It would 
hardly pass for first-class music, the time 
not being very accurate, but it’ was music. 
Then at my request she sang for me a line 
of the sony she had just played, and the 
singing was more accurate in time, thea 
less so in tune than the playing. 

**Her memory is as remarkable as her 
grasp of language and her power of speech, 
and probably is the chief source of her suc- 
cess in’ both these. She grasps an idea al- 
most before it is given her, and once hers it 
seems to be ineradicably tixed in her mem 
ory. A few days ago a book of poems print. 
ed in raised letters was presented to her. 
She opened it and read the first poem over 
twice, reading it aloud as she passed her 
tinver over the lines. Then the book was 
laid away, and not referred to again until 
the next day, when it: was found that she 
could repeat the whole poem of seven stan 
vas of four lines each without missing a 
word.

This system of construction originated in 
England, and is now in general use. The 
first steel guns on this principle were those 
designed by Captain Blakely and Mr. J. Va 
vasseur, of the London Ordnance Works. 
Atthe Exhibition of 1862, a Blakely 85-inch 
gun, on the built-up system, composed 
wholly of steel, was a feature of interest in 
the Orduance section. The plan devised by 
Nir. W. Armstrong, and carried into effect 
for ascries of years at Woolwich and at the 
Armstrong works at Elswick, consisted in 
enclosing a tube of steel within a jacket of 
wrought iron, formed by coiling a red-hot bar 
round amandrel, The jacket was shrunk 
on with initial tension, and was fortified in 
a similar manner by outer hoops of the same 
metal, The want of homogeneity in this 
gun was, however, a serious defect, and ul 
timately led toitsabolition. ‘The ditference 
in the elastic properties of the two metals 
caused ascparation, after repeated discharg 
es, between the steel tube and its jacket, 
with the result that the tube cracked from 
want of support. Both at Woolwich and 
at Elswick, therefore the wrought-iron gun 
has given place. to the homogeneous steel 
built-up yun, which is also the form of con 
xtruction adopted by the chief powers of 
Europe and by the United States of Amer 
ica,

THE BUILT-UP PRINCIPLE, 


With few exceptions, the inner tube of a 
Krupp gun is forged out of a single ingot, 
and in every case without any weld. The 
ingot destined to form the tube has first to 
undergo # prolonged forging under the 
steam-hanuners, by which the utmost con 
densation of its particles is effected. It is 
then rough bored and turned, and subse- 
quently carefully tempered in oil, whereby 
its clasticity and tensile strength are much 
inereased. It is afterwards fine-bored and 
rifled, and its powder-chamber hollowea out.

to widows of members, and temporary sup- 
port to men who are certified by two of the 
physicans as unable to work. The highest 
pension to men is five pounds monthly, the 
average being about two pounds sixteen 
shillings monthly. ‘The average pension to 
widows is about one po.nd fourteen shil- 
lings monthly. 

The firm have made special arrangements 
with a number of life-insurance a 
whereby the workinen can, if they choose, 
insure their lives at low rates. They have 
formed a Life insurance Union, and endowed 
it with a reserve fund of three thousand 
pounds, from which aid is given to members 
needing assistance to pay their premiums.

The original name, ‘ Frederick Krupp ” 
has been retained through all vicissitudes of 
fortune as the business title of the firm. The 
small dwelling in which Alfred Krupp was 
born is still standing, in the midst of the 
huge workshops that have grown up around 
it, and is preserved with the greatest care. 
At his expense, photographs of it were dis- 
tributed among his workmen, each copy 
Searing the following inscription, dated 
Essen, February, 1873: ** Fifty years ago 
this primitive loving was the abode of my 
parents.

Breeding Poultry. 


Ata late English poultry show, a mem 
her of Parliament and good farmer had 
something like this to say about poultry in 
an address made at the time of the show: 

It was venerally believed that the ances 
ors of most of their common fowls came 
from warmer climates, eapecially from Asia, 
and when the Romans first invaded the 
shores of Great Britain, they found both 
the fowl and the goose domesticated, but 
not for the purpose of food, cnly for the 
sake of fancy and pleasure. At the pre 
sent day, they breed poultry chietly for 
food and shows such as they were witness 

fing that day. The rearing of domestic 
poultry was, if properly carned out, a very 
jfair source of remuneration, As one who 
farmed rather largely in poultry, he would 
say that he found it profitable, and he 
gave them a few figures. On his own poul- 
try farm he had about ninecy hens, mostly 
Langshans, and he was very particular in 
counting the eggs he recieved. He found | 
that his ninety hens last vear laid 9,091 epys, 
| andl the year before 9,915. Those eyya 
always brought him in, taking the average 
through the year, I4. 6d, per dozen, and he 
| was able to dispose of his poultry at. sts. Gd. 
all the year round, they being taken from 
the run without any feed or cramming. He
